Washington, Nov. 25. — President Wilson'a cabinet tonight

of coal.

New York, Nov. 25. — Trading on 


the utock exchange today was again 
relatively dull and professional, there 
being little evidence of the public par- 
ticipation which succeeded the recent 
reaction.

subsidiaries; also steels, equipments, 
oils, tobaccos and leathers. 
General 


Motors was the outstanding feature at 
an extreme rise ' of 29 points, gains 
elsewhere ranging from 3 to 10 points. 


Several ordinarily-obscure or dor- 


mant industrials in the steel division 
displayed 
unusual 
activity 
and 


strength, but many gains suffered par- 
lal or entire cancellation on realizing 
!or profit in the later dealings. 


Sales amounted to 1,050,000 shares.. 
The entire bond market was reac- 


tionary, several new low records be- 
,ng made by Liberty issues, with ex- 
;reme weakness in local tractions. To- 
tal sales, par value,, aggregated ?22,- 
500,000, a very heavy turnover. Old 
United States bonds were unchanged 
on call.

out of e\ery three. Eighteen of these 
men were rejected on account of tu- 
berculosis and these were men, it 
rnnst be remembered, who were be- 
tween the ages o» 21 and 31 years Just 
when they should be in their prime. 


This nhows us that as a county we 


have a health problem. In order to 
have OLsefjo the best county, we must 
have the people in It up to standard 
physically. 


We are spending a great deal of 


money now which is not accomplish- 
ing half what At could if we but put a 
little more with it. For instance we 
are spending much money for the 
medical inspection of school children; 
but, excepting in Oneonta, this is be- 
ing practically thrown away as there 
is no nurse to follow up the finding 
and give assistance. 


What we need in Otsego county is 


more nurslng"servlce and a means of 
transportation for the nurses. 
Be- 


sides this We wish to continue the 
occasional clinics, ^which are proving 
to be of such benefit, and a program i 
of healtn education. In order to do 
this with the success to which Otsego 
Is accustomed we need $6,000. This 
s a relativelj small sum If each will 
take the seals or bonds which are be- 
ing ottered him.

That the Urts and representative 


audience greatly enjoyed tM joint re- 
cital given at the Onconta theatre 
last evening by Amparito Farrar and 
Charles Harrison, the second number 
of the course provided through the 
enterprise of the Elks — was well at- 
tested &t the end of the generously 
long and varied program, when after 
the two artiits had finished the duet 
"Oh, That We Two Were Maying," 
practically everyone In the audience 
remained seated and applauded until 
they reappeared and rendered "Will 
You Walk With Me"~a demonstra- 
tion of keen appreciation quite un- 
usual In this city, where much too 
frequently the last number Is marred 
by many replacing wraps and leaving; 
ere it Is finished. 


Miss Farrar, whose records had 


gained for her a coterie of admirer*, 
at once captivated the audience not 
only with her fine lyric eoprai.o voice 
and its exceptional qualities but by 
her winsome and unaffected natural- 
ness — a charm which many of ihe vo- 
calists of note 40 ofteji lose early in 
their career. 
Few if any regretted 


when she substituted 
for her first 


nlimber, "Bird Sons" from "I Pag- 
liacci," a mire popular aria from 
Madam Butterfly. She d'd admirably 
with hsr Spanish and French songs. 
notable among them being Clavelitos 
and Hymn to the Sun, though her 
"Venetian Song" by Tosti, and "The 
Heart Call" by Vanderpool, were more 
appreciated, doubtless because in En- 
glish, and her several Chinese Mother 
Goose Rhymes were gems of a popular 
character. Her rendition of "Golden 
Crown," a refined negro melody, was 
par excellent. 


Oneontans may have heard a tenor 


surpassing Harrison but his name and 
his voice does not now come to mind 
and it would be difficult indeed to con- 
ceive of one possessing a. finer voice 
or a voice w;th wider capabilities. He 
smgs masterly the operatic arias, the 
beautiful old ballads and folk" songs, 
all with equal felicity and effective- 
ness. While perhaps many may have 
considered his most pretentious and 
successful renditions to have been 
Aubade "Le Roi d'Ys," Aria from 
Faust -aid "Under a Blazing Star," 
none were more keenly enjojed than 
"When You Look in tin Heart of a 
Rose," or "An Old Retrain," both sub- 
stitutions, while "Christ in Flanders" 
received perhaps the most generous 
and 
prolonged applause. 
He sang ' 


"The End of a Perfect Day" as an 
encore number by request, and it \vas 
an inspiration Indeed. Mr. Harrison's 
return on February 17th as first tenor 
with the Columbian Stellar Quartet, 
the third number of the same course, 
will be anticipated by all patrons. 


The only discordant notes of the- 


evening were sounded by a squeaky 
piano pedal, which annoyed Mr. Grls- 
elle, the exceedingly capable accom- 
panist, and some noisy steam pipes, 
the latter, however, 
being quickly 


remedied by Manager Moore, but the 
recalcitrant pedal refused to jield to 
the 
heroic treatment- administered 


by Mr. Gnselle. Both probably vexed 
the artists much ^ more than the au- 
dience for they served not to mar the 
keen enjojment of all appreciative 
listeners.

KILLED WALKING TRACKS 


WUUMi H. Irish Mutts Instant Death 


When Struck by Fan PnMemfer 


Train Near Sidney. 


William H. Irish of this city was In- 


stantly killed about S o'clock yester* 
day afternoon, 
near 
the 
railroad 


bridge which cros.ics the Susquehanna 
river, some distance west ot Sidney, 
by a D. & II. passenger train. 


The exact manner In which the un- 


fortunate man was 
killed 
Is 
not 


known, but it is supposed- that In 
crossing from one track to another lie 
stepped directly In front of the fast 
approaching passenger train and was 
killed instantly. Iiish was employed 
by the bridge department of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson company and had 
been working with other employes of 
the company repairing an abutment 
on the bridge which crosses the ilver 
nearly two miles west of the village 
of Sidney. The repairmen had placed 
a flag which cautioned trains to slow 
down when approaching tho bridge, 
and it is thought that he was walking 
down the tracks to remove the flag at 
the time of his death. 


The deceased was born at Fly Creek, 


April 19, 1849, and spent much of his 
life on a farm near that village, mov- 
ing to this city about 16 jears ago. He 
was well known in this city, having 
been employed at 
carpenter work 


much of the time. He was also em-
